City Council to meet 


Upland City Council 7 p.m. Monday will consider: 

— An amendment to the zoning code restricting massage parlors to 
highway- commercial zones and requiring a conditional- use permit before a 
massage parlor can be opened. 

— A conditional- use permit allowing a veterinary hospital in a proposed 
highway-commercial zone northeast of Foothill Boulevard and Central 
Avenue. } 

—A conditional-use permit for a Jack-in-the-Box Drive-Thru restaurant 
in the Ralph’s Plaza Center at the northeast corner of San Antonio Avenue 
and Foothill Boulevard in a highway-commercial zone. 

— A prezone change from low-density residential to single-family residen- 
tial for 19 acres in unincorporated territory south of 17th Street between 
Wilson and Benson avenues. The minimum lot size would be 10,000 square 
feet. The zone change would be effective whien the parcel is annexed by the 
city.

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Council opts for more control over lot use 


Commercial zoning upheld

Upland City Council last week re- 
jected a Planning Commission 
recommendation to rezone a Second 
Avenue lot to match its residential 
neighbors. 

The existing single-family home 
at 965 N. Second Ave. will retain its 
highway-commercial zoning 
although the council had previously 
said the zoning was incompatible 
with the residential neighborhood. 

The parcel had come to the coun- 
cil’s attention in September when 
Madelyn Hayes requested a 
conditional-use permit for a 
residential-care home for six men- 
tally retarded women. 

The council rejected that. use 


citing safety hazards caused by 
heavy traffic, the small size of the 
house and incompatibility with the 
residential neighborhood. 

Councilman George Gibson, who 
lives at 894 N. Second Ave., said ap- 
proval of the residential-rare home 
would be the first step «i allowing 
commercial zoning on t.,_ rest of the 
street. 

But last week Gibson moved the 
council reject the proposed residen- 
tial zoning because the existing 
highway-commercial zoning would 
give the council more control over 
the use of the property. 

Under residential zoning the house 
could be used for a residential-care 
facility without needing council ap-

proval. City Attorney Donald 
Maroney said residential care 
homes for a limited number of peo- 
ple are permitted in every single- 
family residential area. 

Under highway-commercial zon. 
ing the lot can be used for a variety 
of commercial purposes including 
retail and auto sales, pet grooming, 
offices, florist, and newsstand. 
Maroney said the council would 
have no control over normal com- 
mercial uses. 

The house also could be used for a 
single-family residence but would 
require a conditional use permit to 
be used as a residential-care home, 
dance hall, child care center or 
cocktail lounge. 


Councilman Hal Bailin supported 
the highway-commercial zoning as 
appropriate for the lot which is adja- 
cent to a restaurant and service sta- 
tion with a shopping center across 
the street. 


Rezoning the lot residential would 
create a “‘residential enclave” for a 
lot that ‘‘fits into the C-4 (highway- 
commercial) pattern,” he added. 

City Manager Lee Travers said

problems arise because the lot is 
developed as single-family residen- 
tial with no buffer from the adjacent 
commercial development. 

Also last week the council ap- 
proved a zone change from multiple- 
family residential to light- 
manufacturing for a La Verna 
Cooperative Citrus Association lot 
northwest of Eighth Street and 
Third Avenue. 

The council made the zoning 
change contingent on the coop 
removing piles of scrap iron and 
maintaining the property so 
neighbors are not bothered by trash 
or flies. 

La Verne Coop plans to replace 
the present buildings with a large 
concrete building and to screen the 
entire lot so that trash bins and piles 
of packing crates will be within an 
enclosure, according to manager 
Ray Eichenburg. 

Several adjacent landowners op- 
posed the zone change as incompati- 
ble with the present residential 
neighborhood citing noise, hours of 
operation, traffic and parking con- 
gestion, and appearance of the 
business.

Chaffey Community Art 
Association is working to establish 
an art gallery and workshop, 
according to president Priscilla 
Hensley. 

The group hopes to rent a 
temporary building while members 
continue raising funds to construct a 
permanent gallery on association- 
owned land on 18th Street. 

the association’s ‘‘beautiful’’ art 
eo'lection worth more than $16,000 is 
presently ‘‘just scattered here and 
there,’”’ Mrs. Hensley said. 

Rental buildings are hard to find, 
she noted but added, ‘‘Fontana has a 
marvelous art center. I don’t see 
any reason why we can’t have one as 
good.” 

The Chaffey Community Art 
Association has changed since it 
was formed in 1941 to stimulate 
interest, education and enjoyment 
in art, according to trustee Selma 
Mast. 

The association presently includes 
many artists who are more 
interested in doing their own 
creative work than in sponsoring the 
extensive art show held yearly by 
the association in the past, she said. 

Some members would like to 
renew ihe invitational show, but 
organizing such a show takes ‘‘days 
and days of viewing paintings and 
interviewing artists,’ noted Mrs. 
Mast. 

The association built up its art 
collection by purchasing an 
outstanding work at each 
invitational show. Only one piece 
has been purchased since the shows 
were halted in 1963 due to lack of an 
exhibition hall. 


Mrs. Mast said the nucleus of the 
permanent collection is the Barbara 
Line Memorial Collection donated 
by Mr. and Mrs. Francis Raymond 
Line in honor of their daughter 
Barbara who died of leukemia.

Group works to establish art gallery 


The nine paintings in the 
memorial collection hang in the 
Chaffey High School library and are 
considered to be separate from the 
association’s permanent collection, 
according to Mrs. Mast. 


Local artists Tom Craig and 
Millard Sheets are among the 
nationally and internationally 
known artists represented in the 25- 
piece permanent collection, she 
said. The art work includes 
traditional and abstract paintings in 
oils and watercolors as well as one 
sculpture. 


Mrs. Mast said the association’s 
dream has been to have a gallery to 
display the permanent collection 
which presently hangs in local 
businesses and at Chaffey College. 

But a gallery takes a lot of money 
to build, and a lot of work by 
association members is needed to 
staff the galley, she noted. 


The community art association 
was the first one formed in Southern 
California and was well known for 
its work in encouraging major 
artists, Mrs. Mast said and added 
the present trend seems to be to 
encourage member artists. 


The association is moving again 
after a recent reorganization, 
according to Mrs.. Hensley. In spite 
of changing goals and membership, 
the association would not think of 
folding, she said and added, it would 
be impossible to close an 
organization with property, a $10,000 
building fund, and a $16,000 art 
collection. 


The association puts out a 
monthly newsletter., Recent 
monthly meetings demonstrated 
cartooning, stained glass, weaving, 
and ink drawing. 


The association also sponsors a 
Chaffey College art scholarship to

Changes in bus 
special pass 
program listed 


The West Valley Transit Service Authority has an- 
nounced that the senior citizen and handicapped bus pass 
program for all West End cities has been modified for 
the first quarter of this year. 

Senior citizen passes will be issued only at the Ontario 
Library, 215 E. ‘‘C’’ St., Ontario, on Wednesday January 
7, February 11, and March 10, from 10 a.m. to 3 p.m. 
Those living in other West End cities and county areas 
will have to come to the Ontario Library to receive their 
pass. 

The passes are accepted on all buses operated within 
the jurisdiction of the West Valley Transit Service 
Authority and the connecting SBTS Route 14. County 
Transportation Department personnel will issue passes 
for a $3 fee and this will allow the pass holder to ride and 
transfer free of additional charge. 

Persons 62 years or older are eligible for senior citizen 
passes which are valid until revoked. Proof of age must 
be furnished when applying for the pass. Driver's 
license, birth certificate, Medi-Cal or Medi-Care card, or 
other similar documents are acceptable. Handicapped 
persons who do not have a visable impairment must br- 
ing a doctor’s certificate or other document stating the 
need for a pass. Applicants must appear in person as 
photographs are taken and appear on the pass.

We believe that mothering 
through breastfeeding is the most natural and effective 
way for a mother to fulfill the infant’s needs. 

“Besides providing the infant with a good start in life, 
a woman who chooses to mother through breastfeeding, 
finds it an excellent way to grow in mothering as her 
baby grows in years.”

Plastic surgery facts 


EDITOR’S NOTE:

‘Eyelid plasty’’ and 
“nasal surgery’ refer to ex- 
acting surgical procedures 
aimed at correcting and im- 


proving the facial 
appearance. 
Blepharoplasty 


Puffy eyelids and ‘‘bags”’ 
under the eyes are caused 
by a redundancy of skin and 
excessive fatty tissue. 
While these conditions are a 
part of the natural aging 
process, they can also be 
seen in young people who 
have inherited these tenden- 
cies as a family 
characteristic. The surgical 
removal of this excess 
tissue — blepharoplasty, 
commonly referred to as an 
“eyelid plasty’’ — results in 
a smoother, younger look- 
ing appearance. 

Your doctor will be able 
to tell you if this type of 
cosmetic surgery is in- 
dicated for you and what 
you can reasonably expect 
to gain from the operation. 
In an initial interview your 
doctor may also perform a 
physical examination to 

nake sure you are in good 
general health before un- 
dergoing surgery. Follow- 
ing this, a date can be 


selected for your 
blepharoplasty 
A 1-2-day period of 


hospitalization is usual for 
the operation: however, 
many are being done as an 
outpatient procedure. The 
surgical procedure, per- 
formed under a local 
anesthetic, takes 30 minutes 
to an hour for the upper 
eyelids or 1-2 hours if both 
upper and lower eye areas 
are corrected. A rest and 
recovery period for the 
remainder of that day and 
the next follows. While the 
procedure and recovery 
period are both painless, 
minor discomfort can arise 
from the swelling and dis- 
coloration that immediately 
follow the surgery. There is 
a recovery time of 2-3 
weeks before most of the 
swelling and discoloration 
will disappear. 

The permanency of your 
eye surgery is an en- 

















couraging plus factor. You 
can expect the good results 
to last for 5-10 years. After 
that time, if another 
blepharoplasty is indicated, 
there is no reason why it 
cannot be successfully 
carried out. It must be 
remembered that people 
age at different rates, con- 
trolled largely by heredity 
and biochemistry. 
Rhinoplasty 
Another specialized 
plastic surgery procedure 
which can yield a great psy- 
chological boost for some 





people, as well as 
dramatically improve 
appearance, is nasal sur- 
gery or rhinoplasty. 

A very large nose or one 
that is beaked or ‘“‘bumpy”’ 
can cause serious emotional 
problems in both children 
and adults. Since noses keep 
on growing through 
adolescence, doctors advise 
waiting until a child is 15 or 
16 years old before undergo- 
ing rhinoplasty. In this way 
a second ‘“‘bump”’ can usual- 
ly be avoided after a first 
one is surgically 












eliminated. In adults, of 
course, this situation does 
not exist. 

Rhinoplasty usually re- 
quires a hospital stay of 1-2 
days but also can be done as 
an outpatient procedure. 
The surgical procedure is a 
very exacting one with all 
of the surgery performed 
completely within the nose, 
usually leaving no external 
sears. As a rule, it is per- 
formed under local 
anesthesia, but it may be 
performed under general 
anesthesia if the patient

In 
addition, planting bareroot stock 
has many advantages over spring or 
summer plantings. By establishing 
the tree during the winter and early 
spring you can take ful: advantage 
of the entire growing season. 

There’s also little chance that the 


dormant trees will go into shock if 
they are cared for correctly and the 
root system has not been allowed to 
dry out. Best of all, bareroot trees 
usually are less exnensive than 
container grown stock. there are no 
cans to cut and the root system is 
exposed for your inspection. 
Choose from deciduous flowering 
trees, like plum, crabapple and 
flowering peach as well as shade 
trees like maples, locust and 
mulberry to name only a few. For 
the home orchard, nearly all fruit 
trees are best planted as young 


bareroot trees. Select your favorite 
variety of peach, apple, nectarine, 
apricot, plum, pear, cherry, almond 
or walnut. 

To plant bareroot trees the 
California Association of 
Nurserymen suggests that you 
spread the roots over a cone of soil 
in the planting hole and gradually 
fill in with loose topsoil. Pack firmly 
with your foot when the hole is filled 
and make sure that the trunk is not 
buried below its original planting 
depth. Prune, if necessary, under 
the guidance of your nurseryman.

Nag Hammadi Codices 


The Nag Hammadi Codices, an exhibit prepared by the 
Claremont Graduate School's Institute for Antiquity and 
Christianity, is currently on display at the Pomona 
Public Library. Examining one of the major 
archeological ‘‘finds”’ of our time, the exhibit consists of 
hanging panels which interpret, with text and 
photographs, the geographical and historical contexts of 
the ‘‘finds.”” 

The codices are leather-bound papyrus manuscripts 
which were unearthed in Egypt in 1945. The exhibit 
shows the discovery site, the manuscripts themselves, 
the method of dating and the significance of the find and 
offers background information on the Gnostics — ancient 
Christian heretics — who presumably buried the codices 
1600 years ago. 

The Nag Hammadi Library — so called for the name of 
the Egyptian town near the discovery site—consists of 
12 codices each of which is a collection of essays. 
Together the 53 “essays’’ or tractates give the modem 
world a new look at this ancient religion and the 
evolution of Western culture. 

James Brashler of the Institute for Antiquity and 
Christianity will discuss the Nag Hammadi Codices in 
the Library's Public Conference Room 7:30 p.m. Jan. 22.

the reality of Jesus in the 
middle of all this, and as his 
band became more and 
more successful he sang at 
the Fillmore, Avalon, and 
other top American rock 
palaces with Jimi Hendrix, 
Janis Joplin, Jefferson 
Airplane, The Grateful 
Dead, The Who, Van 
Morrison, The Byrds, and 
even Dylan, and he 
preached Jesus to a 
generation that had put 
their faith in hallucinatory 
drugs and free love,” said a

His first rock and roll 
album for Capitol (recorded 
in 1967) was titled “We 
Need a Whole Lot More of 


Jesus — and Lot Less Rock , 


and Roli.”’ Larry was trying 
to establish a form of music 
he called ‘‘ Jesus Rock” — a 
hybrid balance between 
rock and reverence - but 
most people felt the two 
would never mix.

“Dog Day Afternoon,” 
the Warner Bros. film 
starring Al Pacino, is an 
audacious and stunning 
enactment of a bizarre 
event which took place 
several years ago on a 
torrid August day and night 
in Brooklyn. 

It is the second 
collaboration of A Pacino, 
director Sidney Lumet and 
producer Martin Bregman 
(his coproducer in this case 
was Martin Elfand), who 
made the successful 
Serpico,’ a story about 
the cop who battled 
dishonesty in the police 
force and a picture that was 
a box office smash and won 
Pacino an AGademy Award 
~- nomination. 

Like ‘‘Serpico,” the new 
film is based on real-life 
events as they were 
catalogued in a magazine 
article, rights to which 
were purchased by Artists 
Entertainment Complex, 
headed by Bregman, who 
saw the potential in a 
fanciful, stranger-than- 
fiction tale. 

The screenplay is by 
Frank Pierson and details 
the bravely foolish and 
totally ineffective attempt 
by a pair of amateurs to rob 
a bank in broad daylight. 
The strange reasons behind 
the robbery and the 
subsequent, oddly 
sympathetic attachment 
between the hostages and 
their captors while 
outsiders (police, press and 
gawkers) try to pierce their 
peculiarly private world, 
form the crux of the story. 

Except for a few days’ 
filming at Kennedy Airport,

in the Park Slope section of 
Brooklyn, with the streets, 
the faces of the passers-by 
and the ambience of the 
area becoming an intregal 
part of the film. 

Since, because of the very 
nature and feel of the story. 
it had to be filmed in 
Brooklyn and since it was 
patently impossible to use a 
real bank for the set, 
Bregman and associates did 
the next best thing. An 
unoccupied warehouse was 
rented and magically 
transformed into amini- 
studio, with half the 
premises remodeled into a 
complete and accurate 
replica of a bank. The other 
half was designed to house 
dressing rooms, rest rooms, 
lounges, commisary, 
costumes, offices, etc. 

The same street on which 
the studio and bank-set 
grew to life became the 
exteriors for the movie and 
frequently the people who 
lived and worked in the 
neighborhood became part 
of the milieu. The mixture 
of convenience, realism and 
camaraderie resulted in an 
extraordinarily well- 
organized and uniformly 
cooperative effort. 

Although Al Pacino had 
made only five films prior 
to ‘Dog Day Afternoon, ’’ he 
received Oscar nominations 
for three of them — 
‘*Serpico’’ and both 
‘Godfathers.’ Although he 
is thus a comparative 
newcomer to the screen, he 
has quickly achieved 
superstar status and ranks 
with Newman, McQueen 
and Redford at the top of his 
field. 

Following completion of 


“Dog Day Afternoon,” 
Pacino returned to the 
stage in Boston and in a 
workshop production of 
“Arturo Ui.’’ When he was 
active in the theater before 
his film career, he won the 
off-Broadway Tony Award 
for ‘Does the Tiger Wear a 
Necktie?” 

Four of his coworkers in 
“Dog Day Afternoon” 
joined him in Boston for 
“Arturo Ui.” They were 
Carol Kane, Penny Allen, 
Sully Boyar and John 
Cazale. 

In fact, Cazale and Pacino 
have run somewhat parallel 
careers since they were 
both messengers at 
Standard Oil and were 
allowed time off for 
auditions and interviews. 
Subsequently, Cazale also 


won an Obie for ‘‘The> 


Indian Wants the Bronx,” 
played Pacino's older 
brother in the ‘‘Godfather”’ 
films and was featured in 
the film, “Te 
Conversation.” 

A New York actor getting 
his due in his middle years 
is Charles Durning, who, 
after many plays on and off 
Broadway, and a number of 
years with Joseph Papp’s 
Public Theatre, finally 
made it big in the Pulitzer 
Prize winner, “‘That 
Championship Season.” 
Playing Robert Redford’s 
police nemesis in ‘The 
Sting’ helped move his 
career along as did the TV 
drama of middle-aged 
lovers, “The Queen of the 
Stardust Ballroom.” 

In “Dog Day” he plays 
the cop who has a running 
battle of wits and 
psychology with Pacino.

The director encouraged 
the extempgraneous 
dialogue into which the two 
frequently fell, following 
the script all the time, but 
adding their own words and 
embellishments. 

Another New York actor. 
more famous by name to his 
peers than to the public, is 
James Broderick whose 
career was spawned in the 
days of live New York 
television drama when he 
appeared in more than 200 
shows. He’s done a vast 
amount of theater in New 
York and elsewhere and a 
fair amount of films, (‘The 
Taking of Pelham One Two 
Three, ‘*Alice’s 
Restaurant” and ‘“‘The 
Group’).

years of television), he 
moved into feature films in 
1957 with a winner, “‘12 
Angry Men,’ and has 
remained in films ever 
since.

plagues aged, 
oung children 


Pneumonia, a lung disease which everyone hoped 
would go away with the advent of antibiotics and 
improved treatment, is unfortunately still with us. In 
fact, this age-old illness is the fifth leading cause of 
death in the United States, according to government 
statistics, reports the Health Insurance Institute. 

This year an estimated 40,000 persons, a great many of 
them young children and individuals over 50, are 
expected to die from some form of the disease. 

Some of the reasons for the grim statistics, according 
to health researchers, are: The older population is 
growing and it is more vulnerable to pneumonia; there is 
more accurate diagnosis and reporting of the disease. 

Many health experts also feel that the incidence of 
fatal pneumonia remains high because with time, germs 
have built up defenses to antibiotics. Some also ascribe 
its rise to the growing number of people whose lungs 
have been weakened by exposure to air pollution and 
smoking. 

Pneumonia an inflammation of the tiny air sacs 
within the lungs, can be caused by any of a wide variety 
of viruses, bacteria or mycoplasmas—organisms which 
hover between viruses and bacteria. 

The more commonly-known types of pneumonia are 
usually defined by the agent that causes them: bacterial, 
brought on by bacteria; and viral, caused by viruses. 

The commonest type of bacterial pneumonia is caused 
by a strain of germs called pneumococci. It may start 
several days after a cold with shaking chills, sweating, 
chest pain and fever which may rise rapidly to 105 or 
higher. It is usually followed by a cough which brings up 
mucus and rust-colored sputum. 

Recovery from bacterial pneumonia depends on the 
age and health of the patient and the type and extent of 
treatment. Infants, persons over 50, diabetics and those 
who overindulge in alcohol, as well as people with 
chronic lung or he conditions, all run risks of 
complications. But, with antibiotics (or an alternative 
drug, if there is an allergy) and hospitalization in the 
first three days, there is a 95 per cent chance of 
recovery. 

As for viral pneumonia, the more common type, it is 
also preceeded by a bad cold or flu which won't go away. 
It may also cause high temperatures and coughing. 

The treatment for viral pneumonia usually consists of 
bed rest, fluids and a pain reliever. Sometimes, 
hospitalization for a brief period may be required. If the 
patient is at an early stage of illness, it can be treated at 
home. Only some forms of the disease respond to 
antibiotics. 

Here are some ways, reported by the Institute, to 
guard against pneumonia, which usually attacks during 
the spring and winter months 
| Don’t let yourself get over-fatig. - See to it that your 
meals are well-balanced and kee. .way from hard 
'| liquor. Stay away from those who have _ cold or flu... as 
well as out of crowded places during he cold and flu 
season. 

If you should start feeling poorly this time of the year, 
don’t get upset. Unless you develop the symptoms 
connected with pneumonia, keep in mind that there are 
thousands of cold victims to every case of pneumonia.
